Fritz is president of the Bet¬ 
ter Business Bureau of Los 
Angeles. The questions he 
answers here are chosen 
from among those received 
dally by his office in calls 
and letters from consumers. 

Q. — I received a letter in 
very official language tell¬ 
ing me that a person with 
the same last name as mine 
had died in California and 
left no will or knoLvn rela¬ 
tives. The letter .sai.d I may 
have a claim lo an estate of 
over .$13,000. I am to send 
$10 for necessary court forms 
for filing my claim. 

I am wondering whether I 
ought to send the money. I 
know of no relatives of mine 
in California and I do not 
know how the sender of the 
letter heard of me. Do you 
konw anything about this 
operation? 

A. — Congratulations, Mr. 
Johnston. With that letter, 
you have something no one 
else has iunle.ss his name is 
Johnston and it is listed in 
a telephone book almost 
cinywhere in the country. 

The estate described in the 
letter probably is real and 
unclaimed. But from our in¬ 
formation it does not appear 
that companies sen ding 
“missing heir” mailers do 
any research to determine 
who the actual heirs may 
be — other than finding

Q. — I have heard that 
the Better Business Bureau 
has a program for arbitra¬ 
ting disputes between cus- 
tomeis and bu.sinesses. How 
does this program work? 

A. — We set up the arbi¬ 
tration program last year to 
augment our tradit i o n a 1 
complaint handling .service. 
The Los Angeles TTial Law¬ 
yers As.soc. provided o ai r 
main group of volunteer ar- 
bilrators. Other volunteers 
from various walks of life 
have since offered to serve. 

In arbitration, both sides 
present evidence to an im¬ 
partial third party who con¬ 
ducts an informal hearing 
and renders an award. Both 
parties agree in advance to 
accept the arbitrator’s deci¬ 
sion, which then becomes 
legally binding. 

Q. — I am looking oround 
for a car and h.avo started 
reading the auto ads. I find 
them pretty coinfusing be¬ 
cause there are so many ab- 
lireviations surrounding the 
advertised prices. What is 
O.A.C.? A.P.R.? T & L? 

A. — "O.A.C.” means “on 
approved credit.” It is u.sed 
after a .statement of credit 
Icrms to Indicate that those 
terms will be available to 
you only if you meet criteria 
set by the dealer or his 
lender. It iiaualy means 
those terms are available to 
people with top credit rat¬ 
ings. 

“A.P.R.” is annual percent¬ 
age rate, the only way in¬ 
terest rates can legally be 
advertised'. 

'T & L” stands for “tax 
and license.” Unless other¬ 
wise stated in the ad, you 
can assume that the adver¬ 
tised price does not include 
charges you will have to pay 
for tax and license.

The U.S. Consumer Pro¬ 
duct Safety Commission will 
hold' public hearings into 
possible fire hazards as¬ 
sociated with the use of 
al'umirujm wiring in home 
electrical systems. The hear¬ 
ings will be held March 27 
ajid 28 at 10 a.m. in the De¬ 
partment of Agricu 11 lU r e 
auditorium, 14th and Inde- 
irendenoe Av o ,n u e, N.W., 
Washington, D.C. A second 
set of public hearings on the 
same subject will bt? held 
.4pril 15 and 16 at 10 a.m. 
in the Los Angeles Conven¬ 
tion Center, Los Angeles. 

The hearings have been 
called as a result of several 
reports to the commission of 
house fires caused by over¬ 
heated terminals involving 
aluminum wiring and a re¬ 
ceptacle or switch. Based on 
reports it has received and 
on the potential dangers pre¬ 
sented by overheated electri¬ 
cal connections, the commis¬ 
sion noted that consumers 


may be subjected to unrea¬ 
sonable risks of injury as¬ 
sociated with aluminum con¬ 
ductors used in home elec¬ 
trical wiring systems.

Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a "trip” will be 
*'£ood” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience oan 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. *‘Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him ^ 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough'money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).
